At the siege of Steen- 
wick, in 1581, leaden cannon balls were used, each weighing about 
five pounds, These were hollowed out on one side, and a letter or 
other missive was placed in the cavity, which was afterwards closed 
with a lead capsule. To the other side of whe ball was attached a 
piece of tarred rope. When one of these balls was fired from a 
cannon into the town, the blazing rope as a messenger from the 
camp of their allies, informed the in abitants that the ball con- 
tained letters, and it was then opened. 

23rd October, 1642.—The doubtful battle of Edge Hill was foucht 
onthis day. On Sir Richard Verney failing, Captain Smith boldly 
recovered the Royal Standard, for which act he was instantly made 
a Knight Banneret, and received soon after a large gold medal 
“with the king’s picture on the one side, 


and the banuer on the 
other, which he always wore

watered ribbon, across his shoulders.” 


24th October, 1823.—The term “ Catchpenny,” wel! known 
for anything brought out for sale with a view to entrap unwary 
purchasers, originated after the execution of Thurtell for the murder 
of Weare, on this day. This murder created a great sensation, and 
Catnach, the celebrated printer of Seven Dials, iu London, made a 
very large cum by the sale of Thurtell’s “Last Dying Speech.” 
Whien the sale of this spcech begun to fall off, Catnach brought out 
a second edition, with the heating, “WE ARE Alive Again,” the 
words “we are” being printed with a very narrow space between 
them. These two words the people took for the name of the mur- 
dered mun, reading it “WEARE Alive A rain,” and a large edition 
was rapidly cleared off. Someone call it a “catchpenny,” and 
the word rapidly spread, until Catnach’s productions were usually 
so styled, and the word became adopted into the language. 

24th October, 1816—A urgro named Henry died this day at 
Woodford counts, in Kentucky, aged 112, At theage of eighty-four 
he married his fourth wife, and raised a family of seven children, 

25th October, 17G60.—George II. died this day, It had been 
one of his exhortations to his medical attendants that his body, 
after his Ceath, should be embalmed with as little delay as sible, 
and with double the usual quantity of perfumes. He hac further 
desired that one of the sides of the late Queen's coffin, which had 
purposely been left unscrewed at the time of her funeral, should be 
removed, and that his body, with a corresponding side of his own 
cottin also removed, should be placed side by side with hers, iu 
order that their dust might mingle together. History says that: 
“George II., like his predecessor, had several mistresses, but hie 
always preferred Queen Caroline to any other woman ; and when 
discoursing on personal beauty, he referred to Her Majesty as the 
most perfect model.” 

25th October, 1809.—On this day, when George III. completed 
the 50th year of his reign, great festivities took place at Windsor, 
which continued for more than one day.
